of the States alone for their fulfllment, I suppose no one 
will dispute. They do not confer upon Congress any 
power whatsoever to enforce tbeir observance. Then 
follows the last clause of section two, in respect to fugi¬ 
tives from labor or service, first quoted. And this, like 
all the other preceding clauses of this article, except the 
first, is destitute of any grant of power, or even allusion 
to Congress or the Federal Government. Now, if a grant 
of power to Congress here intended, why this silence ? 
If the framers of the Constitution- intended a grant of 
power to Congress in this clause, why did they not say 
so, as they did say in the first section, in respect to “ pub¬ 
lic acts, records and judicial proceedings” ? 

It seems to me that no rational _ answer can be given 
to this question, except by a denial of such intention. 
Expressio univ.s exclusio ailerius, is a legal maxim as old 
as the common law. The express mention of one thing 
implies the exclusion of things not mentioned. It is the 
dictate of reason and common sense. It is a maxim 
which applies alike in the interpretation of contracts, 
statutes and constitutions. Its application was never 
more obviously proper than to the question before , 
and when applied, it seems to me to bring with it a force 
little short of mathematical demonstration. 

Thus far I have reasoned as if we were ignorant of the 
history of the Constitution. But a glance at that history 
confirms the conclusions to which we are brought by the 
ordinary rnles of interpretation, and makes “ assurance 
doubly sure.” 

The Articles of Confederation under which the struggle 
for independence was carri^ through, and for which the 
present Coastitution of the United States is a substitute, 
contained nothing but articles of compact.'1 he fulfilment 
of its obligations was dependent upon the faith ot the 
States alone. The Congress could make requisitions, but 
had no power to enforce them.

In a volume which is everywhere round in this country 
except in the huts of the slave—a volume much read and 
much praised, yet the name of which is valued beyond its j 
contents, and the poorer part of its contents far beyond 
the higher and nobler, by the majority of those who read 
it—we find mention made of “ the glorious .liberty of the 
children of God.” And other declarations, testimonies 
and precepts, scattered amoDg the very various contents 
of that library iu one volume, express the great import¬ 
ance of liberty. The following are a few of them.

The Pilgrim Fathers of New England held liberty ii 
high esteem that they first left their native country to 
seek it, and afterwards threw off the dominion of that 
country’to retain it. Bat, in a newspaper of this city 
which claims to teach, with eminent faithfulness and 
eminent purity, the doctrines of those Pilgrim Fathers— 
in the New York Observer of a recent date* we find this 
astonishing statement respecting that very Jesns whose 
ippeal, above quoted, in favor of liberty, caused him to 
be seized on the spot, regardless of the customary decorum 
of the synagogue and of the Jewish Sabbath, and violently 
thrust out of the city : 

Jesus Christ, the Great Reformer, and the Exemplar 
of all Reformers, came to a people who had been despoiled 
of their rights, but be never said one word about asserting 
them.... And if he were now a travelling preacher in 
tbe United States of America ... he would not be found 
go'ing about the Churches and stirring up strife and dis¬ 
sensions ; nor getting up conventions to assert the rights 
“ of woman ; nor disturbing tbe harmony of 


that they would preserve absolute silence upon any wrong, 
however great, which should be done to the slaves by the 
President of the United States, or any member of bis 
cabinet, or by the Supreme Court of the United States, 
or by any officer of the army or navy, or by the Congress

According to this doctrine, the South Carolina Tract 
Society might properly publish a tract in advocacy of the 
slave trade; and the Boston Tract Society might publish 
one recommending all Churches to adopt the Park street 
rule, of the exclusion of colored people from respectable 
seats on the floor of the church on Sundays. 

Dr. Kirk, who is a member of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee (which includes the function of Publishing Commit¬ 
tee) of the Boston Society, then made this modest sug¬ 
gestion to any present who might wish to write tracts to 
offer to that body. 

“ Let thoie who write tracts write humbly ; and be con¬ 
tent that the Committee should say—This is not just wnat

This statement is found in the leading editorial article 
of that half of tbe Observer's doable sheet which i3 labelled 
« Religious Department,” and which it presents to the 
community as matter appropriate for Sunday reading. 

Having presented this theory of rights, the Observer 
gives (still in the “ Religious Department ”) the following 
specimen of appropriate “ Christian ” practice under it. 
This occurs in a letter “ from a .veteran missionary,” Bev. 
B. C. Meigs, who has been for more than forty years in 
the service of the American Board of Commissioners for I 
Foreign Missions, and whose main object in writing seems 

to have beenifL^vor slavery, and to praise the piety of 

those clergymen who support it. The letter coutaius 
some particulars respecting a colored woman who knew 
so little of Christianity as to attend Bev. Dr. Smyth’s 
church in Charleston, S. C., with the expectation of hear¬ 
ing it preached there. It says— 

“ Many years ago, while a slave, she was married to 
Irishman, who acquired a decent little property inCharles- 
ton. He soon purchased ber freedom, and they were both 
members of tbe Church. Though ber husband sat with 
tbe white congregation below, .she showed her humility 
by cheerfully takiog her seat, according to the custom of 
the city, wilh ber colored sisters, in the gallery. She has 
always maintained a very consistent Christian character.” 

Such is the view presented by this “ veteran mission-1 
ary,” and equally by the whole policy of the Observer, in 
regard to the relation of Christianity to human rights and 
to individual liberty. What wonder that the forty-two 
years which Mr. Meigs has spent in pretending to preach 
the Gospel in Ceylon have brought forth such very 
meagre fruit, if his sympathies with caste are so strong 
that he mast needs volunteer his open approval of it, and 
fraternize with the practical supporters of it, as soon 
he returns to this country 1 What wonder that the Ame¬ 
rican Board insist that their Mission Churches shall remain 
open to slaveholders I What wonder that the Churches 
of this city practically uphold caste as strongly as any 
heathen body of worshippers in Ceylon ! And what won¬ 
der that in Boston (where this immemorial custom has 
been somewhat disturbed by the “ notions ” there preva¬ 
lent outside the Church in regard to human rights) some 
Churches of tbe popular faith—like Rev. Andrew L. 
Stone’s in Park st., and Bev. Baron Stow’s in Ohanncy 

at._have brought special church laws to tbe aid of “ the 

custom of the city,” of banishing their colored members to 
seats “in the gallery”! These things are not strange. 
But some persons may consider it strange that the Bos¬ 
ton Tract Society, which is now rapidly gaining funds and 
auxiliaries, itmnediately*after having taken a ground of | 
distinction from the New York Society (and, as it wonld 
seem at first sight, in consequence of dissent from its pro- 
slavery action), should choose the ministers of pr i-slavery 
Churches upon ita own Executive Committee. In fact, 
the position of this quasi-reformatory Tract Society on 
one hand, and that of the “ Church Anti-Slavery Society ” I 
on the other, illustrate, as well as Dr. Smyth’s Charleston 
congregation itself, how thoroughly the American Church 
has identified itself with, slavery. 

The Boston Tract Society has at last formally voted 
to separate itself from the New York one, and the agents 
and editorial supporters of the former can henceforth say 
truly that which through the past year they have been 
saying falsely in regard to this point.

Abolitionists, of whatever phase of religions opinion,

At the business meeting of the Boston Tract Society, 
after its vote of separation from the New York one, Mr. 
Copp of Chelsea, a favorer of the latter Society, presented 
a resolution strongly declaring respect for its position, 
belief in its excellence and usefulness, and confidence in 
the Christian character of its managers. 

A few moments of solemn silence followed, looking like 
general acquiescence in the resolution (which was, after] 
all, no more absurd, hypocritical and self-stultifying than 
the resolution which the same body had unanimously 
passed at the previous annual meeting, declaring their 
respect and affection for the Secretary whom they then 
turned out of office, and their thanks for bis long and 
\faithful services). 

Dr. Kirk rose and spoke in favor of the resolution, it 
which, however, he pointed out the need of a slight verbal 
amendment to make it strictly grammatical. 

The need of still further amendment was suggested by 
others, and the resolution was referred, for these slight 
changes of expression, to a special Committee, Messrs. 
Copp, Kirk and Bacon, who shortly after presented it in 
a form satisfactory to them, as follows 

“ Resolved, That in dissolving with the American Tract 
Society at New York a connection which, for thirty-four 
years, has been signally beneficial to both Societies, and 


in regard to this Society will show its position, both in

1. At the annual meeting of the Boston Tract Society 
le year ago (a meeting so violent, clamorous and disor-1 

derly as to have been characterized by Dr. Humphrey 
and others as worse than the riotous New York meeting 
fortnight before) the opposers of tbe New York 
Society had a elear majority, and carried every measure 
precisely as they wished. 

2. Having thus the power of reorganizing the govern¬ 
ment entirely in their own hands, they chose to dismiss 
only the Secretary, and retained all those other members 
of the government who had, Up to that time, harmoniously 
cooperated with that Secretary in sustaining the New 
York policy. 

3. Having entirely in their own hands the power of | 
adopting a rule of thorough and hearty opposition to 
slavery, they chose to adopt instead, at the annual meet¬ 
ing aforesaid, the compromising, double-faced, self-stulti¬ 
fying set of resolutions reported by the Committee of 
Fifteen, and adopted by the New York Society; and 
they quoted, and reaffirmed, with special emphasis, the 
fourth resolution of this series, which contained the most 
disgraceful of its compromises, namely : that, making 
pledge of opposition, either to slavery itself or to any vice 
included in it, they would discuss, in a spirit fraternal to 
the slaveholder, those moral duties which grow out of the 
existence of slavery, and those moral evils and vie® which 
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source of extended usefulness to the cause of Christ in the 
world, we desire to prooeed with tenderness and Chris 
courtesy, and to separate from our brethren iu the f 
cise of charity and forbearance in respect to the difference 
of opinion whiob divides oar counsels, and with no other 
feelings toward them than love and a sincere desire that 
the wisdom which is from above may guide all their future 
operations. And now, having receded from tbe connec¬ 
tion which has existed for so many years of useful coope¬ 
ration to onr original status, we Bbali continue to enter¬ 
tain feelings of Christian regard towards the American 
Tract Society at New York, and hope so to conduct 
operations as to avoid all just causes of strife between 
and, as far as possible, to conduct our operations in har¬ 
mony and peace with theirs, as brethren and Christians, 
haviDg, in the main, the same great objects in view.”

The objection, however, far from being withdrawn, was I 
echoed by maDy other gentlemen, some of them of ad¬ 
vanced age, and weighty influence. Bev. Dr. Leavitt of 
Providence said, with a deliberate emphasis which called 
forth hearty applauses from the audience, that the senti¬ 
ment from New England was one of “ compassionate dis¬ 
approval of the position of the New York Society,” and 
Dr. Hawes of Hartford characterized the language of the 
resolution (to which Dr. Kirk, be it remembered, had just 
put the finishing touch®) as “ fulsome language.”

The Pennsylvania Yearly Meeting of Progressive] 
Friends assembled at Longwood, Chester Co., on Sunday, 
the 29tb ult. The weather being fine, not l®s than 5,000 
people came together. The meeting-house would not hold 
l one-fourth of the multitude, and religions exercises were 
held not only within its walls, but iu several different 
places in the open air. The five roads diverging from the 
meeting-house were lined, on both sides, for a great 
distance, with vehicles, presenting a scene so picturesque 
that more than one stranger from a distance remarked it 
was well worth a long journey to see. Never did 
a more decorous .crowd of people. They listened, whether 
in the house or in the open air, with deep interest to the 
radical and progressive views of the speakers, and, when 
the meeting was over, retired in good order to their respect 
i tive homes.

By these humble agents 
and rain enabled to stir within it the latent principle of 
life. It is the same with the seed of spiritual growth. 
All, who are in earnest for the truth, are working for far 
greater results than they can calculate. Nay, many who 
are working merely for themselves, like the hen and the 
dog, are unwittingly planting some wind-scattered grain 
of truth, that is blown into tbeir path. 

The greatest obstacle in the way of social progress 
the want of moral courage. Godwin says truly: “ 
every man would tell to-day all the truth he knows, three 
| years hence there would scarcely be a falsehood of any 
magnitute in the civilized world.” Few dare openly to 
question time-honored creeds and institutions, even 
when they clearly see their fallacy, or have had experi- j 
mental proof of their utter want of adaption to the re¬ 
quirements of the soul. And of the few who venture to 
express dissent, only a small fraction do it with the 
strength of serious conviction, or with the gentleness 
duced by large, comprehensive views aud expansive 
symphathies. Tho® who attack old systems are tco apt 
to do it with flippant jeers, or arrogant aggressiveness. 
Why should I hasten to call a man a fool because I an¬ 
ticipate that he will call me a sceptic ? Perhaps if I 
knew more of his interior state, I Bhould perceive that he 
was no fool; and if he coaid clearly see mine, he would 
be aware that I was no sceptic. In all probability, the 
only real difference between ns would* prove to be the 
inevitable result of different stages in our spiritual growth, 
Fortunately, the All-Wise Father has so constituted our 
souls as to enable us to receive truths in such degrees and 
modifications as are best adapted to our needs ; even 
plants absorb more or less of certain rays of light, and 
thus become diverse in color. Light remains eternally 
the same ; its various hues are produced by the receptive 
capacity of the objects whereon it shines. We do not 
mock at tbe ruby for reflecting only the red ray, or at 
the topaz for reflecting only the yellow. Why, then, 
should we reqnire of human beings uniformity in their 
reception of truth, which is spiritual light ~ 

Above all other lessons, we need to learn that men 
cannot all see truths in the same way. It is positively out 
of tbeir power, by reason of their different physical and 
mental organizations, of the varying influences of educa-| 
lion, of personal experience, and of social surroundings. 
Pines that grow ou the southern slope of the Alps-make 
better violins than those that grow on the northern side. 
Who is acute enough to explain by what process the sun¬ 
shine makes the southern pines more musical ? And how 
much mare difficult would it be to define all the Bubtle 
spiritual influences, which, in fashioning the growth of 
souls, make them more or less responsive to the eternal 
harmonies ! 

Even the same individual changes so entirely in the 
coarse of his life that the angels, if they designate ns ac¬ 
cording to our interior condition, cannot continue to call 
him by the same name. How many are there among you 
who, at forty years old, retain the same views of God, 
your own souls, or the state of society, that you en 
tained when you were twenty? The years pass over, 
leave with you a thousand imperceptible influences, that 
effect yonr spiritual growth as inevitably as they do the 
natural growth of the oak or the elm. If some friend, who 
sympathizes with you folly at forty, should seek for you 
at the same spiritual staud-point, after a separation of 
twenty years, the probability is that he would not find

is called the “ Tribnnalo Stadario” (sections 500-501 of 
tbe Penal Code). This tribunal is composed of military 
officers, Germans, Croats and Bohemians, who scarely 
understand a word of Italian, and who, from habit, edu¬ 
cation and national prejudice, detest and scorn the Italian 
people. They speak German to each other ; tbe wit¬ 
nesses are questioned in German, of whicb, if Italians, 
they, in tbeir turn, seldom comprehend a syllable, while, 
if otherwise, they are sure to give their testimony against 
tbe prisoner. Thus, says Giovini, tbe learned author of 
“Austria to Italia,” the accused, having no one to defend 
him, may be condemned almost without knowing his 
crime, and learn it only when he is informed “ that in half 
an hour the rope will be around his neck.” The slighest 
demonstration of popular feeling is visited by the most 
summary and brntal punishment. Tbns, to 1849, on tbe 
birthday of the Emperor, certain hisses having been heard 
issuing from the midst of the crowd in 6ne of the most 
fri quented streets in Milan in front of the Cafe de Mazza, 
of which the object apparently was the Austrian flag 
hoisted in the balcony a well-known courtesan, “ all 
tbe passers-by were seized, dragged before a military tri¬ 
bunal, and condemned to different degrees of corporeal 
nnnishment, according to the degree of their offence,” 
says the Gazette Officiate of Milan, 24th August, 1849. 
AmoD<? the accused were men of high standing and irre¬ 
proachable character, merchants, barristers, students, 
many of whom probably were utterly igDorant of the 
whole affair, and two young girls, also perfectly respec- 
table The latter were condemned to forty strokes each. 
The 'sentence was executed instantly after being pro¬ 
nounced on the public place before the caatie, in the pre¬ 
sence of a troop of Austrian officers, who laughed with 
contemptuous cynicism at the indecent exposure and the 
cries of the victims.
